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Wrecked — Coal, Oil 
Stocks Set Afire—Iron 

| Works, Hydrogen 
Plant Also Hit. 


SEOUL, Sept. 2 (UP)—United 
States carrier planes destroyed 20 
large processing buildings in their 
big raid yesterday on a Commu- 
nist oil -refinery at Aoji, eight 
miles from the Soviet Siberian 
frontier, it was announced today. 

The attack, largest yet made 
solely by Navy planes, nearly 
wiped out the refinery. Planes 
from the carviers Essex, Boxer 
and Princeton also set fire to huge 
stocks of coal and oil at Aoji. 

Other carrier planes destroyed 
70 per cent of an ‘~on works and 
hydrogen plant at Musan, 30 miles 
from the Siberian frontier. Four 

acks were destroyed, a trans- 
former station damaged heavily 
and an oil tank set afire. 

Other Installations Hit. 

In a later attack on Chongjin, 
farther south, Navy Corsairs, 
Skyraiders and Pantherjets com- 
pleted destruction of a power- 
house and damaged two other 
power plants and five transformer 
stations. One rayon plant, an 
iron works and an unidentified 
factory were left burning. 

The Navy flew 338 sorties in 
the three strikes. 

Fifth Air Force Sabre jet inter- 
ceptors in a co-ordinated effort, 
roared north through central Ko- 
rea and drew Communist MIG-15 
jets away from the carrier craft. 
Thirty MIGs wete engaged, the 
Air. Force said. Two damage 
claims were made. 

B-26 night invaders followed up 
the Navy raids early today with 
attacks on a vital Communist 
supply center on the northeast 
Korean coast and on Red vehicles,

Supply Center Blasted. 

Twenty-six B-26s from two 
bomb wings hit the Communist 
supply center at Sinchang, on the 
northeast coast just north of the 
40th parallel, and left it a mass 
of flames and explosions. 

Allied planes later dropped leaf- 


Jets on the razed area saying: 


“You were warned that military 
targets in Sinchang might be at- 
tacked by United Nations air- 
craft.” 

Unarmed light spotter planes 
flew through low, clouds and Com- 
munist machine gun fire to lead 
fighter-bombers in attacks on Red 
front line positions. 

The fighter-bombers destroyed 
two artillery pieces on the west- 


‘ ern front, ripped up seven gun 


positions, two big guns and 11 
front line bunkers on the eastern 
front, and harassed the enemy in 
the center. 

Northwest of Chorwon, they 
destroyed a Communist tank, the 
first to be knocked out since 
July 12, 

Patrol Contacts on Ground. 

Communist ground forces 
launched six probing attacks at 
Allied positions along the 155- 
mile front and frequent patrol 
contacts were reported, particu- 
larly in the east-central sector. 

Thirteen Chinese Communists 
probed Allied troops on Bunker 
Hill shortly after midnight, but 
were driven back after a 15- 
minute fight. 

A Communist platoon was 
driven back on Old Baldy Hill. 

The Fifth Air Force reported 
August the best month of the 
war against the Communist MIG. 


It said 32 MIGs were shot down, j 


three probably destroyed and 42 
damaged—against only one Amer- 
ican jet lost in air fighting. 
Eleven United Nations planes 
were shot down by anti-aircraft 
and 13 were lost to other causes. 

More MIGs have been shot 
down in previous months—44 in 
April — but never before with 
such a low Allied loss as only 
one plane downed in air fighting.

ERIE. Pa., Sept. 2 (UP)—Virgil 
Sayre, 25-year-old:food salesman 
caught in an electrical storm in 
an attempt to cross Lake Erie 
from Canada hand-paddling a 
surfboard, was rescued today by 
the Coast Guard, eight miles short 
of his goal. 

The Coast Guard said Sayre 
was found lying exhausted on his 
surfboard off the coast of Presque 


land by Monday evening.

man left Port Rowan, Canada, at 
10 a.m. yesterday on his 12-foot 
surfboard supplied only with a 
few candy bars and some honey 
for energy food. He also carried 
a few feet of line to tie himself 
to the board in case of rough 
weather. A severe electrical storm 
swept the lake last night and a 
search for Sayre was started this 
morning. 


TRUMAN ISSUES 
HULL EULOGY AFTER 
FAKE DEATH REPORT 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 2 (UP) — 
President Truman erroneously is- 
sued a statement last night mourn- 
ing the “death” pf former Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull. 

When he Was informed that 
Hull, in serious condition from 
cerebral thrombosis, was still alive 
at Bethesda (Md.) Naval Hospital, 
Truman ‘expressed hope that the 
elder statesman “lives many more 
happy years.” 

“I am most pleased that I was 
falsely informed that Cordell Hull 
had passed away,” Truman said. 
“I hope that Judge Hull recovers 
from his present setback and lives 
many more happy years.” 


The White House said the orig- 
inal message was correct but was 
“garbled in transmission.” 

Hull, who will be 81 years old 
on Oct. 2, entered the hospital 
Friday night. 

He served as Secretary of State 
in three Roosevelt administrations 
and was conferring with Japanese 
envoys at the time Pearl Harbor 
was bombed. He resigned in 1944, 
but served as a delegate to the 
United Nations conference at San 
Francisco in 1945 and was award- 
ed the Nobel peace prize in that 
year. ice 


WHY RUSSIANS GO 
ON TIPTOE: TACKS 
IN HEELS OF SHOES 


MOSCOW, Sept. 2 (ONA)— 
Most of the people of Kuznetsk, 
industrial center 350 miles south- 
east of Moscow, are going about 
their affairs on tiptoe as though 
they were training for the ballet, 
according to a savagely critical 
article in Izvestia. 

A reporter for Izvestia noticed 
that virtually the entire populace 
walked about the streets, parks 
and at their jobs on tiptoe. 

Investigation disclosed that 
they all wore shoes manufactured 
locally so shoddily that the nails 
and tacks in the heels promptly 
work their. way through the 
leather and into the wearer's 
flesh. The wearer walks on tip- 
toe, not in imitation of the ballet, 
but to ease the pain. 

The Izvestia article attributed 
the faulty manufacture to loafing 
by workers in the early part of 
the month. This necessitated a 
speedup toward the end of the 
month, to meet production quotas, 
and the defective heels resulted.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Sept. 
2—Public opinion in “the great 
majority” of United Nations mem- 
ber nations would welcome “with 
enthusiasm” a Korean armistice 
based approximately on the pres- 
ent battle lines, Secretary Gen- 
‘eral Trygve Lie asserted yester- 
day in his annual report to the 
General Assembly. 

“The opening of the armistice 
negotiations in July 1951 aroused 
great hopes throughout the world 
of a speedy end to the fighting,” 
Lie reported. “Since then, repeat- 
ed disappointments have given 
rise to impatience, resentment 


and doubt... ™ 

Meanwhile, Ambassador Ernest 
A. Gross, deputy United States 
delegate to the U.N., predicted 
in a television forum last night 
that the Korean conflict and truce 
negotiations would be one of the 
topics for discussiun at the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

For the most part, Lie’s 182- 
page report was merely a factual 
recital of the activities of various 
U.N. bodies. It did not include 
his usual general “review of the 
world situation,” but Lie said this 
will be forthcoming “at a date 
nearer the opening” of the sev- 
enth session of the General As- 
sembly, scheduled for Oct. 14. 

World Opinion of U.N. 

The secretary general gave a 
summation of what, in his opin- 
ion, the world thinks of the U.N. 
Lie noted that the U.N. “is al- 
most universally regarded as the 
main hope for peace in the long 
run.” He added that at the pres- 
ent, however, there is a “general 
tendency” to believe that the U.N. 
“cannot be considered as the sole, 
or even the main, instrument for 
the preservation of peace.” 
“Wide areas of misunderstand- 
ing and lack of knowledge about 
the United Nations persists in 
most parts of the world,” the re- 
port said. “There has, on the 
other hand, been notable progress 
towards a more realistic appraisal 
of the organization’s possibilities 
to solve questions brought before 
it than was the case in the ini- 
tial years, when its powers were 
frequently overestimated.” 

Lie characterized the present 
world view toward the U.N. as 
“critical but not less interested.” 

“In general,” he noted, “it may 
be said that the criticism of the 
(U.N.) charter afid of the United 
Nations as an institution has be- 
come somewhat less frequent; in- 
stead, criticism is directed mainly 
at procedures or at decisions 
taken by it¢ organs.” 

Views on Other Issues. 

On issues other than Korea, 
Lie described world opinion as 
follows: 

DISARMAMENT—“After many 
past disappointments, public 
oinion in general is not hopeful 
of early results in the present 
state of tension and in the ab- 
sence of agreements on _ such 
issues as Korea and Germany.” 

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
PROGRESS — “Increasing public 
interest,” due in large measure to 
the U.N.’s program of technical 
assistance to underdeveloped 
countries, “‘There is evidence that 
the dramatic and meaningful po- 
tentialities of the technical 
assistance program are capable of 
capturing the imagination and 
inspiring the loyal support of 
public opnion in almost all parts 
of the world. . .” 

NATIONAL ASPIRATIONS — 
“There is a growing awareness in 
omst parts of the world that the 
United Nations can be a strong in- 
fluence in support of national as- 
pirations for greater freedom and 
equality, for self-government and 
for independence.” 

Lie disclosed the total expenses 
of the organization for 1953 will 
be $47,756,200, compared with the 
1952 figure of $48,096,780. The 
higher 1952-budget is partly due 
to its inelusion of almost $800,000 
extra expenses for holding the 


last General Assembly in Paris.

It means, too, that we must,strug- 
gle tirelessly to add to these as- 
surances equality of work oppor- 
tunity for every one of us—re- 
gardless of race or creéd or color. 
Human decency is the theme of 
our history and the spirit of our 
religion. We must never cease try- 
ing to write its guarantees, not 
just into our laws, but into the 
hearts and minds of men. 

A second key to our common 
interest is that the men and 
women in our working force are 
consumers as well as producers. 

Our welfare is pot measured 
by what we get from the pay- 
roll clerk, but what we get at 
the store and the school and 
the hospital, and by what we 
have left to put in the bank. 
Meeting such problems as in- 
flation, housing, and the high 


labor and management can agree 
on them, too, if they will throw 
their guns on the table. 

Point Number 1 is that the 
law must accept labor unions, 
like employer corporations, as 
the responsible representatives 
of their members’ interests.

Even though the miners had 
been hit hard financially during 
the layoff caused by the pro- 
longed steel strike, they obeyed. 
Lewis’s “memorial” stoppage to 
the last man. 

The air of pessimism as they 
trudged back to their jobs was 
reflected by Ed Smith, worker in 
a mine operated by United States 
Steel at Uniontown, Pa. 

“We'll be back to work tomor- 
row, but I wouldn’t know about 
three weeks from now,” Smith 
said last night. “We're all hoping 
and praying there’ll be no strike. 
But that depends on the operators 
and the man with the ‘bushy eye- 
brows.’ John L. knows what he’s 
doing. I didn’t even want this 
memorial period. But that’s the 
way it goes.”

I am especially glad to be here 
on Labor day. This is our day 
to honor the working men and 
women of America. It is also a 
day that marks the official opening 
of an election campaign—at least 
‘on the Democratic side. The Re- 
publicans don’t seem to attach 
much importance’ of Labor day. 

I am. going to get a great deal 
of satisfaction out of the presi- 
dential campaign this year.

4 publicans and apparently having 


away from nearly 1,000,000 peo- 


ple. 

In the last four years, {it’s been 
the same way. The House Re- 
publicans voted 10 to 1 to block 
the great social security improve- 
ments of 1949.

2 to 1 against increasing old age 
insurance benefits and public as- 
sistance payments to meet the in- 
creased cost of living.

HE Reluctant Dragon of the 
Democratic party who had to 
be drafted for the presidency 
ig bounding around the country, 
sassing the American Legion, 
stealing the late Harold L. Ickes's 
laurels as: a phrase-maker, twit- 
ting the liberals, razzing the Re- 


a wonderful time. 


The great General of the Army 
who, in the end, fought hard for 
his nomination, is giving the im- 
pression of a man who wonders 
if it was worth the struggle. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower fails ut- 
terly ‘to conceal his unhappiness; 
to friends he admits he had no 
idea what it was going to be like. 


Sincerity Hurting Him. 


Eisenhower’s mood in no sense 
reflects lack of courage, self-pity 
or kindred qualities. The contrary 
is true; his complete honesty and 
sincerity are giving him a bad 
time in these difficult weeks. Ac- 
customed to a disciplined service, 
the selfish individualism of poli- 
tics seems genuinely to puzzle 
him. He has not been able to mus- 
ter either toughness or humor in 
dealing with it. 

This is nowhere more apparent 
than in his dealings with re- 
porters. 

He must. know that they know 
most of the answers and under- 
stand the human nature involved 
in his knottiest problems as what 
to do about Senator Taft. They 
will help him when they can. 
Though he is not making friends 
with them as Roosevelt, Willkie 
and Truman did, they like him 
and, above all, esteem him for the 
fine quality of his service to his 
country. 

That he is brusque and even 
irritable occasionally when they 
dwell upon his dilemmas is not 
surprising. That he does not cre- 
ate a more relaxed atmosphere 
around him cannot, in the end, 
be helpful to his campaign. 

His Verbosity Criticized. 

His greatest technical fault,. so 
far as the press is concerned, is 
his verbosity.

Our local politicians have finally 
sweated through the Legislature and 
the Board of Aldermen an earnings tax 
ae to yield $7,500,000 to $8,000,- 

000 per year. In the face of an antici- 
Feve deficit of $7,000,000, this should 
non us gee a surplus of $500,000 to 


ss va that if more revenue was 
needed, the earnings tax was a fair way 
to raise it. It seems, however, that in 
this day of advanced ‘thinking, it is un- 
holy to have a surplus or even to bal- 
ance our expenditures with our income. 

Before we have even collected a dime 
of this new tax, we are talking of a $30 
per man increase for every member of 
the Police Department. There; in one 
masterful stroke, goes our surplus. This 
increase is estimated to cost $689,000 
per year. 

No one shoulé be foolish enough to 
think it will Stoy there. Next the Fire 
Department and then all the rest of 
the city employes will have to have 
the same increase. By the time we 
reach the end of the following fiscal 
year, our deficit will be $10,000,000 and 
we will have to dream up another 
means of taxation or raise the rate on 
existing taxes.

We all know it 
can be done, and if the powers that be 
can’t do it, let’s get some in office that 
can.

We were paid 25 cents a 
pound, or $89.25.

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Senator Lodge scores a point when he 
accuses the Democratic ticket of a conflict, at 
least in the past, on the issue of filibusters in 
the Senate. Gov. Stevenson supports a curb on 
filibusters; Senator Sparkman has not only sup- 
ported the Southern filibuster against civil 
rights legislation but has opposed efforts to 
change the Senate rules of debate. 

Senator Lodge goes too far, however, when 
he implies that all the Democrats are wrong 
and all the Republicans right on the filibuster 
question. The record of both parties is mixed, 
and neither record is wholly creditable. 

The best chance in years to make a start 
toward curbing filibusters came in 1949, when 
Vice President Barkley, as presiding officer of 
the Senate, interpreted the cloture rule as it 
then existed to mean that a two-thirds vote 
could close debate on any Senate business. 

It was a Republican presiding officer—Sena- 
tor Vandenberg—who in 1948 had interpreted 
the rule to mean that debate could be closed 
only on a “pending measure.” This left the way 
open for a minority to filibuster indefinitely 
against a motion to take up any measure. 

If Vice President Barkley had succeeded in 


; reversing the Vandenberg interpretation, the 


Senate could have closed debate on anything 
by a two-thirds vote, and so might ultimately 
have been able to change the rules and permit 
cloture to be invoked by less than two-thirds. 

Barkley’s ruling was reversed, however, by a 
vote .of 46-41. On this crucial vote the Democrats 
divided 25 for a broader cloture rule and 23 
against. The Republicans divided 16 for a 
broader rule and 23 against. It is to Senator 
Lodge’s credit that he was one of the Republi- 
cans voting to sustain Barkley. But he. repre- 
sented a minority of his party whereas the Dem- 
ocrats did muster a slight majority on their side. 

The upshot of the 1949 controversy was a 
compromise rule framed by the late Senator 
Wherry, the G.O.P. floor leader, and the South- 
ert Democrats. Under this, a two-thirds vote 
can close debate on any business before the 
Senate except a proposal to change the rules. In 
practical terms, this means that the Senate can 
change the filiduster rule only if the majority, 
by sheer physical endurance, can break a fili- 
buster against a proposal to change the rule. 

No matter which party organizes the next Sen- 
ate, it is quite clear that it will take the maxi- 
mum effort of members of both parties to curb 
the filibuster. We can only hope that such an 
effort will be made. 
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Lights Dim at the Empire 

There must be people all over the country 
who will shed a small salt tear, with no trace of 
glycerin in it, for the passing of the Empire 
Theatre in New York. When the Empire is torn 
down next June to make way for an office build- 
ing, the Metropolitan Opera House will be the 
last standing survivor of the old theatrical dis- 
trict that ran from Forty-second street down to 
Herald Square. Everyone who has gone to the 
play there in its 60 years must remember with 
grateful appreciation the special thrill of being 
at the Empire. 

Age and glory made a patina of their own 
for the Empire’s elegant, low-keyed beauty. It 
was not possible to walk into the lobby without 
thinking of the 90s, when the Empire was the 
theatre, under the presiding genius of Charles 
Frohman. The great producer who also owned 
and managed five other theatres in New York 
and four in London presented at the Empire 
Maude Adams and John Drew, Henry Miller, 
the young Ethel Barrymore, and a whole heaven 
of others. 

One of the plays most felicitously set into the 
Empire in recent years was “Life With Father,” 
the play adapted by Howard Lindsay and Russel 
Crouse from Clarence Day’s remembrances of 
his irascible, lovable parent. So close was the 
kinship of play and theatre in time and tone 
that it was hard to tell where one left off and 
the other began, and each enhanced the enjoy- 
ableness of the other. To do that for a play, it 
may be fitting to say as the Empire is about to 
die, is why theatres—good theatres—are born.

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A Reminder from Some Guests 

If florists had been as backward about adopt- 
ing new inventions as St. Louis has been about 
turning to the voting machine, it would have 
been the Florists Oxcart Delivery Association 
that met here last week. However, it was the 
Florists Telegraph Delivery Association, and it 
gave St. Louis a salutary object lesson by using 
voting machines to record and count the several 
hundred votes of its members for new officers. 

The eventual advent of the voting machine 
into St. Louis may thus be said, whenever it 
happens, to have been as roundabout as the 
periphery of Robin Hood’s barn, in addition to 
having been about as gradual as gradual gets. 
St. Louis has been talking about using some of 
those newfangled machines for 20 years now. 
The idea has been indorsed by St. Louis and 
Kansas City election boards, the League of 
Women Voters, the Young Democrats, and a 
number of other organizations exclusive of the 
Missouri Legislature. And bills on the subject 
have been coming up in that body for years. 

It is nearly 60 years since the voting machine 
was invented. Five thousand communities in 30 


_ states now.use them. They are cheaper to oper- 


ate than the old-fashioned ballot box, and it has 
been estimated they would pay for themselves 
in 10 years by saving the cost of printing bal- 
lots. They pri the election skulduggery that 
has so often ed Missouri, because they re- 


cord the vote automatically and add it immedi- 
ately, thus eliminating opportunity for fraud in 
_the count or in a recount. 


The voting machine crept as close to St. Louis ° 


as East St. Louis three years ago, and the follow- 
ing year was used in all East St. Louis precincts. 
It was from’ there that the florists borrawed 
voting machines to use in St: Louis! , 
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Why Not in Wissssti Next? 

A salute to La Crosse, on the Mississippi, up 
in Wisconsin. It has dedicated the first section 
of the 2000-mile scenic highway, which some day 
will come down Old Man River from Minnesota 
to the Gulf of Mexico. The length of the first 
section is modest enough, only 5,36 miles, yet it 
is the start which had to be made. 

The idea is a splendid one. It is a credit to 
St. Louis that one of its citizens, A. P, Greens- 
felder, has worked for the parkway plan so 
selflessly for some 15 years.

Mr. Greensfelder should see many more miles 
completed and opened to traffic. Up and down 
the Mississippi there are sections of road which 
could be soon widened and brought within the 
specifications of the river parkway plan. Since 
the highway will utilize present bridges to wind 
back and forth across the river, why not a com- 
petition between Missouri and Illinois to see 
which will complete the second section? 

In this connection, the Post-Dispatch renews 
a suggestion it has made many times before, 
namely, for the creation of a park at the con- 
fluence of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 
If such a park is not feasible in the Columbia 
Bottoms area, on the Missouri side, then let II- 
linois establish one opposite the confluence, just 
off Alternate Highway 67, a mile south of Hart- 
ford. Visitors often ask to see the meeting of 
the great rivers, which Carl Milles made the 
theme of his fountain in Aloe Plaza. Yet to see 
the confluence the visitors must go up in an 
airplane, a boat or take a swim. 

The Bi-State Agency is charged with concern- 
ing itself about parks and recreation in the 
area. How about a Confluence Park? 
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German-Jewish Agreement 

Representatives of West Germany and Israel 
have at last agreed on the payments to be made 
by Bonn as a compensation for the outrages com- 
mitted by Hitler against the Jews. Over 14 
years, the Germans are to pay $822,000,000, 
largely in goods. Most of this will go to Israel, 
but a portion is intended for a corporation to be 
formed by 14 Jewish organizations in New York 
as the agency for heirless and unclaimed Jewish 
assets in Germany. 

The sum agreed on, of course, does not begin 
to offset the Nazi atrocities. At best, it repre- 
sents a token repudiation by Bonn of the Fueh- 
rer’s anti-Semitic activities. Nevertheless, as was 
said by Dr. Gioa Josephthal, chairman of the 
Israeli negotiators, “The goods to be delivered 
under the agreement will be important in the 
development. of Israel’s economy and will help 
to increase her capacity to absorb immigrants.” 

A Jewish trade mission also is to be estab- 
lished in Germany. This, too, should be a con- 
tribution to better relations. 
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Junior McCarthyism in Ohio

as Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, an investiga- 
tor for the Ohio Un-American Activities Com- 
mission has alleged to the commission that 500 
students at Antioch College—about half the stu- 
dent body—supported the Communist line. 

The person who made this sensational and 
unsupported statement is a former Communist, 
Harvey W. Matusow. If Mr. Matusow or anyone 
else could find a school in-the United States 
where half the students followed the Communist 
line, the Communists would indeed have some- 
thing to boast about. The most marked single 
fact about the efforts of the Communists in the 
schools and colleges of America is the refusal 
of the majority of students to be taken in. 

Mr. Matusow would undoubtedly have run 
across that fact somewhere if his investigations 
had involved much investigating.

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Still Deadlock in Iran 


From the vantage point of London and Wash- 
ington, the Iranian oil ‘settlement proposed 
jointly by President Truman and Prime Minister 
Churchill seemed reasonable and fair. It recog- 
nized that nationalization of Iranian oil resources 
is a fact, asked that the compensation be deter- 
mined by the World Court, offered immediate 
financial aid to hard-pressed Tehran, and opened 
the door to marketing of Iranian oil. . 

Given the fact that Iran teeters on the brink 
of catastrophe so long as its basic oil industry 
remains crippled by the stalemated dispute, one 
would think that the. pressures on Premier 
Mossadegh to go halfway toward meeting this 
generous offer would be considerable, But evi- 
dently the pressures from the other side—from 
the feudal overlords and from the irresponsible 
demagogues who would rather exploit an issue 
than solve it—were even greater. Mossadegh 
has contemptuously rejected the new proposal, 
and things stand where they were. 

By associating himself directly and openly 
with Prime Minister Churchill in making the 
new offer, President Truman emphasized the 
gravity with which the United States views the 
deadlock.

Consistency and clarity are not usual 
qualities of platforms and the 1952 G.O.P. 
statement is no different in that respect. 
We are concerned here with some para- 
graphs devoted especially to Western prob- 
lems. 

“The good earth is the food storehouse 
for future generations. The tending of the 
soil is a sacred responsibility,” says an in- 
troduction to the section on agriculture. 
With that we are in hearty accord. Several 
paragraphs down is this: 


“In the management of public lands and 
forests we pledge the elimination of arbi- 
trary bureaucratic practices. To this end 
we favor legislation to define the rights 
and privileges of grazers and other co- 
operators and users, to provide the pro- 
tection of independent judicial review 
against administrative invasions of those 
rights and privileges, and to protect the 
public against corrupt or monopolistic 
exploitation and bureaucratic favoritism.” 


Both the words and the spirit of that 
pledge are commendable, but having read 
the original demands of the group which 
were compromised and boiled down in the 
final draft, we are skeptical. 

We would have liked to see a paragraph 
inserted in the platform to the effect that 
the rights and privileges of grazers and 
other co-operators and users should at no 
time supersede the rights of the majority 
of the people nt © ending upon watershed 
land for water—their very‘life blood.

of which certain special interests complain. 


are courageous efforts to protect water4 
shed land from despoilage by overgrazing 
by domestic animals and wildlife. 

In many cases these efforts have come 
tragically and criminally tardy. The eco- 
nomic health and welfare of the region 
depends upon maintaining a, healthy 
ground cover on the high altitude land 
whence comes precious water. 

Reductions in grazing permits hurt, of 
course, but the rights and the welfare of 
the greatest number mfst take precedence. 


Independent judicial reviews of adminis- 
trative decisions 4ppeal to most Americans 
favoring the democratic processes. But if 
state courts were given authority to re- 
view policy and administrative action of 
agencies charged with the enormous task 
of protecting resources vital to national 
strength we would need more courts. 


For example, if a long dry spell and 
emergency conditions bring an order cut- 
ting permittees on a given area of public 
land watershed, a delay through appeals 
to the already overloaded courts could pre- 
vent saving that area from long-term 
damage. 

What “corrupt or monopolistic exploita- 


tion and bureaucratic favoritism” does the « 


platform refer to? This ranks along with 
the oft-repeated call for return of the his- 
toric rights of the states to title to all 
lands within their boundaries. The states 
have never had title to these lands and 
until there is a demonstration that they 
can be administered in the public interest, 
federal agencies must continue their pro- 
gram of protecting them from over-exploi- 
tation. 

“We favor restoration of the traditional 
Republican public land policy which pro- 
vided opportunity for ownership by 
citizens to promote the highest land use. 
We favor an impartial study of tax-free 
federal lands and their uses to determine 
their effects on the economic and fiscal 
structures of our states and local communi- 
ties.” 

Let’s have an impartial \study by all 
means. Let that study take into consider- 
ation the dependence of farms and com- 
munities on public land and the interests 
of other users, as well as the grazers. 

If “restoration of the public land policy” 
means giving any users rights to land to 
the disadvantage of the general public, we 
are unalterably opposed. 

We call upon Impartial stockmen, cham- 
bers of commerce and other interested 
groups and individuals in the Intermoun- 
tain West to study the matter and make 
their views known to the candidates.

The imperial wizard of the Carolina 
klan and 62 Carolina klansmen were con- 
victed and sentenced recently to vary- 
ing prison terms for their participation in 
a wave of floggings by nightriders along 
the coast.of North and South Carolina 
during the preceding year. A Wary ed 
Court judge oe the imperial wizard the 


maximum penalty of four years in jail. 
It looks as though this means the end 
of the klan’s ugly terrorism so far as North 
Carolina is concerned at the very least. 
The Florida grand dragon’s comment would 
indicate that it means the decline of the 
organization throughout the South. North 
Carolina has set a good and effective ex- 
ample to her neighbors. 

This is precisely the way the problem 
ought to handled—by resolute state 
action for the p wm vhir we of law: and or- 
der and the exte ation of sadistic vigi- 
lanteism. North Carolina has indeed given 
the Ku Klux Klan a bad name; and the 
whole nation can be grateful for it.

Between Book-Ends 


A Successful Second-Rater 


HUGH WALPOLE, by Rupert Hart-Davis. (Macmillan, 

503 pgs., $5.) 

Here we have the biography of an im- 
mensely. popular novelist whose books 
were self-admittedly second rate (“Rogue 
Herries,” “The Killer and the Slain,” etc.), 
a man who glided early and easily into 
success and whose career flourished un- 
abated to the day he died, a man whose 
personal life centered chiefly around objets 
‘d’art and who never made love to a woman 
in his life, a man whose strongest emo- 
tional urge was towards an “ideal man- 
friend.” 

As biographer Davis presents him there 
was in his life no struggles of any signifi- 
cance, no deep and painful conflicts, no 
onslaughts of tragedy, nor rejection; a 
childish sort of a man, a man of pique 
rather than passion; a rather small man 

made infinitely 
smaller by the great 
proportion of his lit- 
erary success. When 
Arnold Bennett, one 
of his best friends, 
died, Walpole said in 
his journal: “I like 
to think he was espe- 
cially sweet and 
friendly the last 
time I saw him. He 
was, however, very 
jealous and critical 
of me the last years.” 


as Given these petty- 

Hugh Walpole fish elements of a 
man, where is the lesson for us in his life? 
There undoubtedly is one, and it would 
lie much much closer between the man 
and his work than biographer Davis has 
approached. It seems obvious from the 
vacuity of Walpole’s experience that the 
real thing about him was not his life but 
the books he wrote./But there is in the 
present volume no genuine attempt at a 
critical integration, of the more than 50 


‘books and the man who wrote them. 


Instead, the total emphasis here is on 
the superficial, anecdotal cast of events 
and activities in his given spread of days. 
The correspondence between Walpole and 
Henry James is given full play (Walpole 
calls James “tres cher maitre,” James calls 
Walpole . “Darling Boy”). Narratively: 
Walpole makes more money every year, 
buys houses, goes to parties, writes letters 
to book-reviewers, travels, buys precious 
bric-a-brac, etc. 

Once something came close to happen- 
ing to him. He proposed. He told the 
young lady: “I’ve always thought of you 
more as a man than a woman.” Not sur- 
prisingly, she turned him down and asked 
what he would have done had she said yes. 
“Oh.” he replied, “I should have rear- 
ranged my life accordingly.”

Says She Doesn’t Know About Price Con- 
trols, but Hamburgers and Hotdogs 
Are ‘So Expensive.’ 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2 (UP) — 
Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
today she was “really shocked” 
at the high price of food and said 
that if enough housewives com- 
plain bitterly, something might 


‘be done. 


The wife of the Republican 
presidentjal candidate told wom- 
en reporters that “I don’t know 
about price control, but I do 


'know that prices are terrifically | 


| high.” 
| When asked whether she no- 
itieed in planning meals that. 
‘prices had increased, Mrs. Eisen- 
hower replied: 
| “I was really shocked at the 
/price or articles I consider medi- 
ocre. I’m extremely fond of 
smoked tongue. I was flabber- 
gasted at the price, and that 
simply is not a delicacy.” 

Talks With Housekeeper. 


She said she discussed food 
prices this morning with her 
housekeeper and. asked her to 
look in the neighborhood shops 
to see if there was “anything at 
all reasonable.” 

Mrs. Eisenhower said she was 
| surprised to find that things Iike 
|Sweetbreads, liver, “the lowly 
hamburger,” and the hotdogs were 
so expensive. 

“I don’t know what the answer 
| is,” She said. “I can see how my 
daughter-in-law and three small 
children have a hard time. I don’t 
see how a young person can make 
ends meet. 

“It looks to me like clothes and 
bed linens and things like that, 
are reasonable enough but it’s the 
everyday necessities, the things 
we’re going to need to keep alive 
that are expensive. 

“It seems to me that if enough 
housewives complained bitterly, 
they ought to take some recogni- 
tion. Because after all we handle 
the pay checks, and do all the 
buying,—most of us buy our hus- 
band’s things. 


“if the. women complained bit- 
terly enough that they can’t make 
ends meet, they’ll have to recog- 
nize that. I don’t have an answer. 
There must be something that 
could be done.” 


When asked whether’ she 
thought price controls on food 
should be lifted, she replied, “I 
don’t know what a controls 
can mean.’

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HERE was something of a picnic atmosphere 

as we assembled on the narrow deck of the 

destroyer Taylor at the Yokohama dock that 
Sunday morning seven years ago. Representatives 
of the world’s newspapers and press associations 
mingled with famous soldiers and airmen as the 
Taylor steamed 20 miles out in Tokyo Bay to the 
mighty battleship Missouri, designated as the scene 
of the signing of the Japanese surrender after 
four years of bitter fighting. Sept. 2, 1945, was to 
become a date in history and even the most hard- 
ened Pacific campaigners experienced some thrill 
at having a part in the day. 

Two hundred thirty-eight correspondents and 
cameramen, including some Japanese, climbed 
aboard the Missouri that morning and were 
assigned places of vantage on turrets and plat- 
forms overlooking the veranda deck where, on a 
green-cloth covered table, two bound volumes of 
the surrender document lay. The Missouri's 16- 
inch guns in the forward turrets slanted skyward. 
The mighty U.S.S.. Iowe, sister ship of the =_ 
souri, rode at anchor nearby. The scene.was Set. 
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IN A SEMJ-CIRCLE on the veranda deck stood 
the men whose faces the public had come to recog- 
nize during ‘the war years. At one end of the semi- 
circle hard-jawed Adm. “Bull” Halsey, performed 
a few jig steps with salty little V. Adm.

Chester W. Nimitz was there, 
flanked by other Navy brass. The Army and Air 
Force was represented by Gens. Jonathan Wain-

The “invitation” was 
accompanied by a gesture of the hand that seemed 
to be a command. The bitter days on Bataan had 
been awakened by MacArthur’s recent reunion 
with gaunt Gen. Wainwright. ° 


Wooden-legged Foreign Minister Mamoru Shige- 
mitsu took three steps forward, removed his top 
hat, peeled a yellow glove from his right hand 
and sat down as his sparrow-like secretary ar- 
ranged the papers for signature. Disregarding 
pens in ready holders, Shigemitsu used his own 
fountain pen in signing for his Emperor.

‘Ways to Fix Duckling

FOR S cient SUPPER, JELLIED pane DUCKLING IS. A PERFECT 
PARTY DISH, AS GOOD TO EAT AS IT IS ATTRACTIVE TO LOOK AT, 


r foods, has now beaten the

When duck- 
ling is served at a restaurant, we 
usually see “Long Island” used as 
a descriptive term.

good many of the birds are fast 
frozen and can, therefore~ be 
shipped to distant parts of the 
country. I have found these most 


satisfactory and I keep one on > 


hand in my freezer unit, now that 
I have one of the most modern re- 
frigerators. A day before it is to 
be used, it can be placed on the 
shelf of the refrigerator, where it 
will defrost in about 24 hours. It 
should then be cooked at once, 

Speaking of cooking, roasting is 
the most common method. Al- 
though a low température is rec- 
ommended nowadays, some of us 
still like a hotter oven during the 
first part of the cookery—perhaps 
because it cuts down the time for 
roasting. Several readers have 
asked for recipes for other meth- 
ods of cookery. Jellied duck is 
an attractive party dish and fried 
duckling is a quicker and easier 
method. It takes longer to fry 
duck than it does to fry chicken, 
as after it has browned a little 
water should be added, the pan 
covered and the meat allowed to 
simmer for some time, 

Broiling may also be used but 
because the fat sizzles and is in-

Soften gelatine in one cup cold 
water for five minutes. Add 
bouillon cubes and dissolve gela- 
tine and bouillon cubes over low 
heat. Combine with remaining 
one and one-half cups cold water. 
Add lemon juice, kitchen bou- 
quet and orange extract. Chill 
gelatine mixture in ice water or 
refrigerator until it just begins to 
thicken, stirring frequently. Cut 
cooked duckling into serving size 


* pieces, removing bones if desired. 


Arrange duck meat in shallow 
serving dish, about 10 by 6 inches, 
Pour cooled gelatine mixture care- 
fully over and around duckling, 
Score unpeeled cucumber with 
tines of fork. Cut in one-fourth 
inch slices and then quarter the 
slices. Arrange pieces of cucum- 
ber between pieces of duckling. 
Chill until thoroughly cold. Yield: 
four to six servings. 
Fried Duckling. 

Fat, one Long Island duckling, 
quartered, one-fourth cup water 
or more. 

Heat fat to depth of one-half 
inch in skillet. Drop .of water 
will sizzle when hot enough, 
Place quartered duckling fn fat, 


- meaty side down. Duckling may 


be dredged with seasoned flour*, 
if desired. Turn occasionally to 
brown uniformly. Cook about 20 
minutes. Drain off excess fat, add 
one-fourth cup water and cover. 
Cook slowly over low heat one to 
one and one-half hours. Add wat- 
er in one-fourth cup amounts if 
necessary during the cooking. 
Uncover the last 10 to 15 minutes 
for a crisp skin. To test done- 
ness, insert fork into thickest part 
of drumstick. If this is easy to 
do, or if drumstick can be moved 
up and down and the joint moves 
easily or breaks, meat is well- 
cooked. 

*For seasoned flour for three 
to three and one-half pound duck- 
ling, combine one-half cup flour 
with one teaspoon salt and one- 
fourth to one-half teaspoon pep- 
per.

Acoustical Ceiling Tile 


EVER in the history of the 
Niwroria has there been this much 
noise and it can’t ajl be blamed 
on the election campaign—a lot 
of it originates right in the home. 


One way to make the home 
quiet is to toss out the radio, TV 
and record changer and seal ev- 
eryone’s mouth up with adhesive 
tape. 

Another more practical method 
is to install some acoustical ceil- 
ing tile in the rooms where the 
noise originates—the game room, 
living room or what have you. 


Acoustical ceiling tile is made 
especially porous so it will absorb 
the sound waves before they can 
run off and cause a lot of trouble. 
They aren’t very effective in pre- 
venting outside noises from enter- 
ing a room but they do an excel- 
lent job in absorbing the noises 
that originate in the room where 
they are installed. 

Acoustical tile come with dif- 


ferent price tags. They can be 


installed over existing plaster or 
plasterboard ceilings with a spe- 
cial adhesive or they can be in- 
stalled over one inch by three-inch 
furring strips fastened to the ex- 
isting ceiling or ceiling joists with 
nails or staples. We'd go into 
more detail here except that the 
people who make this sort of ma- 
terial put out their own instruc- 
tion sheets. 


Anyway, if your nerves are be- 
ginning to wear thin around the 
edges, it might be worth while to 
look into this business of acousti- 
cal tile.

Treating Dog Bites 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


DOG bit Johnny Marvis the other day. He was scared 
A ran home. He didn’t pay any attention to what dog 

it was. His mother swabbed antiseptic on the wound and 
sent Johnny back to out to play. That evening, his mother 
and father began to worry. They took Johnny to the doctor. 

This is the story of what usually happens with a dog bite 
and illustrates almost everything you shouldn't do. If you or 
your child is bit by a dog, what should you do? 

First, right at the time of the bite, find out whose dog 
it is. You may never have another chance. Identifying the 
dog can spare you the discomfort of a series of Pasteur shots 
against rabies. ‘ 

Don’t kill the dog. Don’t let anyone else kill it. If the 
dog is killed, you won’t have the chance of finding out that 
it did not have rabies. 

Instead, insist that the owner confine the animal or tie it 
up for a 10-day period. If the owner won't co-operate, call 
the police. Be sure that arrangements are made to have the 
animal under close observation—and alive—for 10 days from 
the date of your bite.

AS SOON AS YOU have identified the dog and had it 
“confined, have the bite taken care of by a doctor. Dog bites, 
like human bites, are dirty wounds. You can get several 
other infections from them,. even if the dog didn’t have rabies. 
These include tetanus (lockjaw) and gas gangrene infection. 

For this reason, your doctor will want to know when you 
had your last shot against tetanus. If it has been too long, 
he will need to give you a shot of antiserum for temporary 
protection. 

He will probably make a skin test to see if you are allergic 
to horse serum before giving any antiserum. Doctors hate to 
use antiserum any oftener than necessary because people can 
become so sensitive to it that they will become severely ill 
from another shot of it. Keeping up your tetanus immunity 
with booster shots yearly does away with need for serum.

AS FOR RABIES or hydrophobia, if the dog doesn’t sicken 
in 10 days, it wasn’t infected. The incubation period for the 
disease, the time when it lurks silently before producing symp- 
toms, is much shorter in dogs than in people. Thus, it {s 
safe to watch the dog for sickness for 10 days, unless you were 
bitten on the head or neck. | 

bies or hydrophobia is a virus disease which, like 
smallpox, can be prevented but cannot be cured after symp- 
toms are well advanced. The Pasteur treatment consists of a 
series of inoculations with weakened virus made by drying the 
spinal cord of infected animals. 

This treatment itself has some danger, which is true of 
most effective medical treatments for disease. There are oc- 
casionally serious reactions to the treatment, If the animal 
that bit you is proved free from rabies by observation for 10 
days, then you don’t need the Pasteur treatment.

NN-MARIE KARNA LOUISE 

OLOW (pronounced Oh-loff) 

will be going back to her na- 
tive Sweden soon, and with her 
_she’ll be taking a host of mem- 
ories, most of them having to do 
with American children, both 
sick and well. Ann-Marie, as she 
is known for short, is a pediatric 
nurse, and she has been working 
since last November at Children’s 
Hospital here. 

Junior, the prototype of the 
American youngster with his tele- 
vision, his space heroes, his cow- 
boy heroes, his movies, his know]l- 
edge of the world and, when he 
breaks his arm, his tendency to 
be calling his nurse by her first 
name after his second day in the 
hospital has left her amazed and 
a little bemused. She likes Junior, 
but one gets the feeling she'll be 
glad to get back to Sweden where 
little Olaf is somewhat more, 
should we say, restrained. 

“Even yet,” says brown-haired 
Ann-Marie, who is 28 years old. 
“I can’t get used to seeing the 
youngsters running loose—such 
freedom, both day and night. I 
guess it is good, but in my coun- 
try the children are more re- 
strained, and by nature they’re 
more reserved, and they’re in bed 
by eight o’cleck at night. We're 
still old fashioned like that.” 

They have no television, so the 
Swedish youngster knows nothing 
of life on other planets, not to 
mention the details of travel be- 
tween planets. They go to the 
movies and the Swedish young- 
ster yells his head off at Ameri- 
can-made Westerns, which the 
Swedes refer to as “Shoot-em- 
ups.” 

That’s about as much thrill as 
he is allowed to have, however. 
There is a strong line of division 
between pictures considered suit- 
able for children and for adults, 
and it’s closely observed. A West- 
ern is about as exciting as any 
Swedish youngster is allowed to 
see. Horror pictures, psycho- 
logical thrillers, problem plots 
and even sophisticated comedies 
are barred. The dividing line is 
14, and the Swedish youngster 
looks forward to that day. 

Ann-Marie was born and reared 
in a town of about 12,000 persons 
called Varberg, where her father 
is a banker. Her uncle was a 
physician and taught obstetrics at 
the University at Stockholm, and 
her brother is a physician now 
practicing in Varberg. 

Ann-Marie went to grade school 
and high school in Varberg, whiéh 
bears little or no resemblance to 
grade school and high school here, 
beyond the fact both are main- 
tained for the edification of young 
people. Over there they don’t 
start until they’re seven, and 
grade school takes in only the 
first four years. Then they’re in 
high school. That takes in seven 
years. 

One of the reasons Ann-Marie 
speaks English as well as she does 
is that English is a required sub- 
ject there. However, Ann-Marie 
admitted, few young Swedes are 
any more interested in ever speak- 
ing English than young Americans 
are in ever speaking fluent Latin. 
She just happened to absorb 
enough of it that, once she had 
been over here a while, it sort of 
came back to her. 

She went to Stockholm and 
studied nursing, and graduated 
there. A year or so ago she 
thought she would like to come to 
the United States and see how 
things are done here. She got in 
touch with friends here, in 
Charleston, W.Va., who consulted 
their doctor. When he learned 
that she specialized in pediatrics, 
he immediately thought of Chil- 
dren’s Hospital in ‘St. Louis, and 
made application for her.

NNE-MARIE didn’t know ex- 
A cctv what she expected when 

she came to this country, but 
she. definitely did not expect 
American women to be like they 
are. She was a little afraid of 
them. She had gained her im- 
pression from a lot of sourées, 
including the movies and fashion 
magazines, and she thought they 
were all a little over-made-up, 
cold and perhaps somewhat bras- 


sy. 

She {s indeed happy and gratt- 
fied to discover that they are, as 
she puts it, “so friendly and nice, 
and so good sense of humor.” 

As for the men, she just hasn’t 
figured them out yet. Probably 
never will, except that they’re all 
a little crazy.

No Swedish youngster will ever 
become ill from lack of being 
checked on, she points out. As 
part of the national health insur- 
ance system, every child receives 
free monthly check-ups from 
birth to the age of six. This is 
not in the nature of a free clinic, 
as we have in this country, she 
points out, and bears no stigma 
of ‘poverty. It is universal, and 
families of every economic level 
take advantage of it, just as they 
do of public schools.

“7 HEN two experts form a new 
partnership and talk things 
over, deciding on the con- 

ventions they shall use, the one 
point they are apt to haggle over 
is the response to an. opening 
two-bid—whether it should be 
“natural” or ace-showing. Most 
American experts believe that 
the best bidding technique is to 
show a “respectable” suit (if any) 
in response, so that an early 
understanding may be reached 
about the trump; while other ex- 
perts feel that immediate ex- 
change of information concerning 
aces is the prime consideration. 

‘Perhaps the best solution of 

this problem is to use the ace- 

showing method with partners 
who cannot be relied upon for 
independent, deductive bidding 
in the later stages; but to use 
the natural-response method with 
truly competent and imaginative 
partners, Let’s look at a hand:

The opposing hands do not 
matter—there is not enough left 
for North-South to warrant com- 
petition from them! 

When this hand occurred in a 
rubber game, East had agreed, 
very reluctantly, to dispense with 
his usual ace-showing responses 
to two-bids, and this became the 
auction:

3 Spades 3 No-trump 
5 Diamonds 5 Spades 
Pass s 

Needless to say, West could lay 
the hand down for 12-tricks, and 
so the vulnerable slam had been 
missed. 

East theredpon launched into a 
bitter attack, the censored sub- 
stance of which was that if West 
had not insisted on playing his 
system, East would have answered 
the two-spade opening with three 
diamonds, showing the ace, and 
then it would have been a rock- 
ribbed cinch for West to reach 
the slam, at either spades or dia- 
monds. 

This is the sort of argument 
that makes master players gnash 
their teeth. Granted, the ace- 
showing response would have 
worked:out simply in this case— 
but jit was perfectly ridiculous for 
East to blame the result on failure 
to use this method! East, and East 
alone was at fault; his five-spade 
preference bid over West's five 
diamonds was a shameful derelic- 
tion of duty! Did he think that 
this call, or his previous bidding, 
could tell West that East had the 
diamond ace? Very obviously, 
pete might be interested in that 
card. 

The very fact that West elected 
to jump in diamonds instead of 
bidding a Blackwood four no- 
trump should have told East that 
his partner was not interested in 
East’s possible club ace; and, hold- 
ing what he should have known 
was a vital ace, East should have 
jumped to six spades over five 
diamonds.

To 
restrict a landlord to a price a 
little above what she calls the 
1942 levels, when wage earners 
would not be willing to accept 
such restrictions on their wages, 
in her opinion is an —

I KNOW that the unions 
have tried to keep their mem- 
bers’ wages as nearly as possi-. 
ble in line with the increased 
cost of living. And all of us 
know that as wages go up to 
meet the increased costs, the 
costs go up to cover the in- 
creased wages. It is a vicious 
circle. The only way to stop it, 
of course, would be to clamp 
down on everything all at once. 
No price increases for anything 
—which would mean no higher 
profits for anybody, no wage in- 
creases, no rent increases. 

The trouble is that so many 
special interests would be hurt, 
if this program were enforced, 
that I doubt if you could get 
Congress or the _ executive 


-branch of the government to 


stand firm. It is bad when the 
owner of real estate does not 
get a fair return, permitting 
him not only to keep his prop- 
erty in good condition but also 
enabling him to feel that his 
profits are sufficient to make 
him want to buy land and build 
houses, We have only to look 
at the French to realize what 
happens when landlords can af- 
ford no repairs and there is 
no incentive to build.
